Although, numerically speaking, so few have contributed to our 
lists this past season, stil] the results are quite up to the average, and 
include some interesting entries. 


Firstly, Mr. George Potts, with the Rev. T. Stephenson, D.D., 
now, happily for the Science, settled at Shifnal, and well known as one 
of the foremost authorities on the British and European Orchids, have 
almost solved the thorny problem of the Palmate species of that group, 
as occurring in Shropshire, 


Secondly, Miss E. R. Lloyd, of Gobowen, has favoured us with 
a compendious list, several of them in confirmation of Leighton’s 
Shropshire Records, 1840. 


One of the most interesting discoveries is that made last August 
by the Rev. Preb. W. G. Clark-Maxwell, being a new Salopian locality 
for the Parsley Fern, at the summit of the Brown Clee Hill, near Abdon 
Burf. Previously it had only been known from the sister hill of 
Titterstone, so far as Shropshire is concerned, 


From the ‘' Botanical Exchange Club” Report of 1925-26, edited 
by Dr. G. C. Druce, we find the rare Garlick Allium carinatum Z., 
recorded for Church Stretton. This constitutes a new plant for Salop. 


To all these contributors our best thanks are due, and we must

ARCHAEOLOGY. 


During the past year the excavations on the site of Uriconium 
have been resumed, under the superintendence of Mr. Donald Atkinson. 
Work was continued on the site of the Forum, and the excavations 
brought to light the foundations of a large building underneath the 
Forum, which was evidently demolished when the Forum was erected 
about 130 A.D, The object of this building was unknown, but it was 
very massive in structure, its walls being from 3} to 54 feet in thickness. 
Many of our members were present on Jan. 29th, when Mr. Atkinson 
delivered his Lecture on the work accomplished during 1926. It isa 
matter of satisfaction that Sir Charles Hyde has most kindly offered to 
finance the work during the present year, and also to pay for cases to 
contain the objects found, in the Room at the Museum which will be 
set apart for the exhibits of the Uriconium finds. : 


The widening of the roadway at the corner of the Wyle Cop and 
Dogpole, Shrewsbury, has brought to light the foundations of some 


re 
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18th century buildings of a substantial character, on part of which 
some other houses were erected in the 17th century. These have all 
been taken down, and the street widened for traffic. 


Lloyd’s Mansion in the Square has been taken over by the Salop 
County Council, and is used for offices, but itis a matter of satisfaction 
that the unique front has been not altered. 


Much good work has been done by Miss Lily Chitty and others 
in connection with the preservation and identification of stone and 
bronze prehistoric implements found in the County. 


Sir Charles Marston, Mr. Forrest and others, have been doing 
useful work in the identification and tracing of the Roman Roads of 


Shropshire.

ZOOLOGY. 


ZOOLOGY ,—-The most notable feature of the past year was the 
extremely early arrival of the Cuckoo and Swallow, both of which were 
reported in various places from April 2nd onwards. The Willow Wren 
appeared at the same time, but that was not so far in advance of its 
usual date of arrival. On the other hand the Cuckoo lingered late— 
August 4th—on which date a young one was still being fed by Hedge 
Sparrows, and an old one was heard calling. Swallows and Martins 
too Hngered to the very end of October and a few Swallows to the middle 
of November. A Blackcap stayed at Aberdovey over Christmas and 
is apparently wintering there. The Black Redstart re-appeared there 
at Christmas in the same locality as last year. 


The Reed Warbler was identified near Bewdley and Penmaen- 
pool—both new localities, and noteworthy records. 


At least two pairs of Pied Flycatchers nested at Church Stretton, 
and another further south. 


The Little Owl has extended its range rapidly and is now estab- 
lished all over the district as far as the N.W. coasts of Wales. 


The Redshank is established as a breeding species at Atcham. 
Bitterns were recorded in the early months of the year at Whitchurch, 
Salop, and Abergele, and nearly a dozen on the west coast. 


Among the rarer birds recorded were two Rough-legged Buzzards 
and a Hen Harrier on the Denbighshire Moors above Wrexham ; Snow 
Bunting at Harlech and Llandulas; and Storm Petrel near Newport, 
Salop. A South American Tree-Duck which appeared on Betton Pool, 
and an American Red-winged Starling seen in the Quarry, were doubt- 
less escaped birds. 


_Among colour varieties noted were a white Wren and Sparrow, 
and melanic forms of the Pheasant and Snipe—the latter known as 
Sabine’s Snipe. ‘‘Red’’ Polecats occurred at Aberdovey and Lian- 
dinam; while a Pine Marten and several Polecats of the normal colour 
were obtained in Merioneth. There were a good many Stoats in 
‘Ermine’ coat this winter.

Colville, R.N., has succeeded E. M. Wakeman, Esq., at 
Alveley, and that Mr. Richard Parry of Bishop’s Castle finds 
himself obliged by advancing years to relinquish the keeping 
of records, after a long period of regular observation.
